Is Power Fe: 
Practical-for You? 


Dip you get a letter recent- 
ly from that veteran livestock authority, 
Dr. M. E. Ensminger, Chairman of Ani- 
mal Husbandry at the State College of 
Washington? The one we received was 
titled “An Open Letter to Stockmen” 
and it started out like this: 

“I have been doing some serious 
thinking on our chosen profession—the 
livestock business. And I am prompted 
to ask: Is progress by-passing the live- 
stock industry?” 

Here are some of the facts Dr. Ens- 
minger presented: 

Today, each man hour of labor is 
producing 244 times as much crops as 
it did back in 1910, but only 65% more 
livestock products. 

Today, 75% of livestock work is 
still hand labor, but through mechaniza- 
and modernization at least one- 
fourth of the spent in animal 
production could be saved.

Today, on the average, modern 
broiler producers spend only 12 man 
hours per each $100 of production, 
whereas beef cattle and swine producers 
each spend 16 man hours, and sheep 
producers 27 man hours. 


Right then we decided to quiz the 
experts—progressive farmers, college re- 
searchers, industrial engineers—saying, 
“what are you doing to cut time and 
labor in feeding?” Here are some of 
their replies: 


CLARENCE SCHROEDER, Hog & 
Poultry Farmer, Will Co., Ul. 


Our automatic feed handling equip- 
ment saves 1144 to 2 hours a day. I ac- 
tually spend only about 10 minutes 
setting switches, turning feed from one 
feeder to another. The rest of the time 
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I go about the chores of the henhouse 
while the feed is being ground and de- 
livered. It's wonderful! 

We have a system worked out by 
the University which includes an au- 
tomatic hammermill, a blender-conveyor 
and a blower system. The concentrate 
bin has a conveyor bottom. The oats 
and corn bins have conveyors under 
them with self-feeding spouts. 

Our setup is for poultry only at the 
present time. We grind about a ton 
of feed every other day for our flock 
of 2,400 chickens, laying hens and re- 
placement stock. But we are also feed- 
ing 70 hogs and plan on using the au- 
tomatic system for grinding hog feed in 
the near future. The $3,000 invested 
in this system is of much more daily 
value than any other piece of farm ma- 
chinery. The equipment gives us a much

better return on our feed costs. We 
could not begin to operate this farm as 
a family enterprise without it. Our 11- 
year-old son does most of the grinding.

We are only getting started in the 
relatively new field of mechanizing 
fasinstead feeding operations in order to 
keep pace with what has taken place 
in field operations. I anticipate the 
trend to be in the direction of bulk ani- 
mal care whenever possible, with pens 
and farm buildings designed as func- 
tional parts of the operation, and with 
considerable stress placed upon flexibil- 
ity. Portable power feeding equipment 
such as self-unloading feed wagons, ma- 
nure spreaders with feeding attachments, 
and specially equipped motor trucks will 
become increasingly popular. 

Some farmers are building some 
special feeding devices for their own 
use such as overhead rail cars running 
from the silo out over the line of feed 
troughs. Similar labor saving thoughts 
have gone into the feeding of grain and 
hay as well. However, such an arrange- 
ment does not suit the farmer who has 
more than one group of steers in var- 
ious stages of finish, with some of them 
out on pasture perhaps a mile from the 
farmstead. Any grain or concentrates 
that he expects to get into this latter 
group must be taken there by wagon or 
truck and fed either (turn to page 16) 


Use Animal Power First, says L. L. BOYD, Agr. Eng. of Cornell 


SELF-FEEDING is the first step in re- 
ducing labor, lowering costs and increas- 
ing production per man. Self-feeding 
usually requires less capital investment 
and lower maintenance expenditure than 
mechanized feeding and sometimes re- 
quires less labor and attention. 

Proper attention to livestock de- 
serves special emphasis. Good manage- 
ment of any livestock enterprise requires 
careful observation of the animals to de- 
tect injuries, disease, off-feed animals 
and faulty equipment. No stock farm 
can ever be operated successfully entire- 
ly by remote control. 

Another look before you leap— 
there’s not much point in saving labor 
unless you can eliminate some hired 
labor from the operation or efficiently 


utilize the saved labor to increase pro- 
duction. And if you eliminate hired la- 
bor to make yours a one-man operation, 
there'll be no one to look after the farm 
should the owner want a day off! 

In self-feeding, bulky materials such 
as hay and silage should get first con- 
sideration from the standpoint of saving 
labor. Chopped hay is ideal for self- 
feeding since it tends to flow toward a 
portable manger. However, the man- 
ger will have to be moved periodically. 
Even the kind which cattle supposedly 
push forward must be moved by hand 
or by tractor. It does not now appear 
to be economical to design a hay rack 
which the cattle will be able to move 
with no attention. Some of the prob- 
lems, such as the (turn to page 13)

By the time you read this, 
Ted Hebert, Christian Co., IIL, will be 
moving, grinding and feeding grain to 
100 head of cattle with little more effort 
than it takes to dial his favorite tele- 
vision program. In fact, in Mr. Hebert’s 
setup, the whole operation is just a mat- 
ter of setting dials for the correct mix- 
ture, then letting a time clock and auto- 
matic controls do the rest. Actual feed- 
ing labor is reduced to the occasional 
checking of controls. Grinding costs 
are a fraction of his previous outlay. 

It was the mounting cost of labor 
that made Ted consider push-button 
feeding in the first place. But, before 
taking the big step, he made a tour of 
other automatic feeding systems in 
northern Illinois to get a practical no- 
tion of their operation. University of 
Illinois engineers helped too. 

Ted Hebert buys all his feeder cat- 
tle, raising corn and hay for them on 
his 240 acres. Beside putting in an au- 
tomatic feeding system, he wanted to 
enlarge his feeding capacity from 60 to 
100 head. So he had to make consider- 
able changes in shelter instead of just 
installing the mixer-grinder in his old 
buildings. The resultant setup, then, 
represents the best layout at which he 
and the college experts could arrive. 

The heart of the Hebert system is 
the mixer-grinder and blower, The elec- 
trically powered 2 hp. grinder is located 
beneath gravity fed spouts from over- 
head bins where shelled corn is stored. 
Supplement also is gravity-fed from a 
special hopper above the mill, The ma- 
chine automatically mixes grain and sup- 
plement in the desired amounts before 
they are ground. Feed then is picked 
up by the blower and piped directly 
into the self-feeder in his cattle shed. 
Dual augers will level the feed as it 
drops from the collector mounted above 
the center of feeder.

In setting up his operation, this 
farmer was concerned with a problem 
which will be faced by many of you 
who want this kind of system: his grain 
bins were located a considerable dis- 
tance from the feedlot—120 feet to be 
exact. But up north he found a farmer 
who had been blowing grain 150 feet 
with no trouble. And, according to the 
University of Illinois, the blower is a 
simple and satisfactory method of mov 
ing most feedstuffs.

In similar opera 
tions the electrical and maintenance cost 
of mix-mill grinding has been about kx 
per 100 pounds of feed. That's 20c per 
ton. He has been paying 12 to 20c per 
100 pounds for grinding. Add trucking, 
wasted labor in waiting for feed to be 
ground, plus the labor of filling feed 
ers.

Mea production is 
rounding a cyclical as well as a season- 
al peak. December and January bring 
to market the biggest supplies of the 
year. This year’s peak will be a new 
high record, larger than will be seen 
in any of the next few years on a per 
capita basis. Meat making moves up 
and down in the broad swings of several 
years’ duration. This year’s output will 
be about 26.7 billion Ibs. against 21.9 
billion at the last low in 1951 and the 
previous high of 25.2 billion in ’43. 

Steers and heifers of the upper 
grades crowded the markets all fall and 
pushed prices to the lowest seasonal 
levels since 1945, when ceilings were in 
effect. But with prices already at de- 
pressed levels, both long-feds and short- 
feds should hold up better than the 
normal price drop of 7 to 10%. An up- 
trend might occur yet this year, if fin- 
ishers don’t go overboard in putting 
cattle on feed. 

Stocker and feeder cattle are cheap- 
er than 4 months ago, but are not like- 
ly to go much lower. You late buyers 
can get cattle at lower cost and they 
will be shrunk out by cold weather, but 
selections are not quite as good and the 
cheap fall feed is gone. 

Average cost of feeders was lower 
than last year and feed grains will be 
12 to 15% cheaper. A larger propor- 
tion of steers will receive cost-reducing 
hormone supplements. Selling your cat- 
tle as they reach good finish for their 
grade is the best policy. Can't see a 
quick profit on short-fed cattle. If you're 
short of corn, winter cattle on good 
roughage and a little grain, turn on 
grass in the spring and finish by late 
summer of °56. 

Hog prices are grinding on bottom. 
Retail prices are coming down, grad- 
ually, stimulating consumption. Packers 
have been getting good margins, en- 
couraging them to step up their hog-

dressing forces and compete more ac- 
tively for your hogs. Uncle Ezra is go- 
ing to buy up to 200,000,000 Ibs. in 
next 8 months for school lunch and wel- 
fare outlets. Packers will buy for stor- 
age when prices turn upward. 

Improvement in prices by early 
spring won't be big. They'll probably 
continue lower than last winter, when 
barrows and gilts at Chicago averaged 
$16.56. Although producers have been 
selling early at light weights, a sub- 
stantial part of the 1955 spring pig crop 
is still to go down dressing rails. 

While hog production is near its 
cyclical peak, a radical drop in next 
year’s pig crop is not in sight. Hogs 
still pay you more for corn than the 
elevator can. Keep topping out. Premi- 
ums for No. 1 & 2 hogs have been run- 
nirg 25-50c over bulk of sales. So cull 
bseeding herds closely. Sows should 
have plenty of alfalfa during the winter 
and growing and fattening hogs plenty 
of protein and minerals. 

Lamb prices may trend upward 10 
to 15% in the next 4 months as supplies 
gradually decline and finish of lambs 
improves. Any December dip due to 
bunching of early fed lambs and the 
last of the grass crop will be temporary. 
Lamb prices are running higher than a 
year ago while both cattle and hogs are 
lower. If you want a breeding flock, 
$12-14 a cwt. will buy Good and Choice 
yearlings, $9-12 2- 3-yr.-olds, $6-10 short- 
term to solid-mouth ewes. 

Milk prices are rounding the peak 
and will work down slowly until late 
spring. Butterfat has already settled back 
to the supports. Dairymen are getting 
better returns over feed cost than in 
1954, but may slip back a notch next 
year if they relax on culling. The fall 
shift from pasture to barn feeding, 
which raises feed costs, is a good time 
to screen out low-producers. Replace 
them with better cows; you'll have to

buy from someone else, so that total 
milk production won't be increased. Lf 
you sell manufacturing milk, this is the 
best time of year to try to get into a 
fluid market. 

Feeding costs this season will av- 
erage lowest in several years. Large 
crops as well as lower supports will 
hold down feed grain prices. About 130 
million tons were produced this year— 
10 million tons more than will be used 
for feed, seed, food, industries, exports 
and waste. Prices for feed grains are 
likely to advance over late fall levels, 
however. The Government loan on corn 
in Commercial Area is 35 to 40c a bush- 
el over the market price, so you have 
an incentive to seal every kernel you can. 

Protein feed prices are scratching 
bottom for the season. Demand is slow 
now, but will pick up as more stock 
goes on winter rations. Stocking up or 
contracting moderately ahead should 
pay off, although prices will continue 
lower than last season. Oil meals will 
be plentiful; tankage and meat scrap 
supplies will be up slightly. Although 
feed grains have dropped more in price 
than by-product feeds, it will pay you to 
feed adequate protein supplement at all 
times to all classes of livestock. 

Hay buyers will be easier to find 
and prices will work slightly higher. 
This year’s crop was a record 109.9 mil- 
lion tons, and good late fall pastures 
saved hay. The percentage of alfalfa 
is higher than ever.

You "LL find it much easier 
to handle hay mechanically when it is 
chopped or ground. Long hay is bulky 
and hard to adapt to any system of con- 
tinuous flow. Chopped hay has maxi- 
mum storage capacity and, when barn 
dried, can be maintained at top feed- 
ing quality. It can be readily removed 
from storage, transported and fed by 
mechanical conveyor. 

Letting the animal “carry its own 
feed” is usually considered the best way 
to eliminate feeding chores. However, 
even when finely ground, hay does not 
self-feed easily. Self-feeding barns usu- 
ally require daily inspection to see that 
hay is available throughout the feeder. 

There are numerous versions of 
mechanical chopped hay feeders, most 
of which are some form of flight con- 
veyor. One of the most common is a 
single chain with cross-flights operating 
in a wood or metal trough. The hay is 
deposited in a continuous ribbon on the 
conveyor, which moves 20’ per minute. 

For this type feeder, the cross- 
flights should be about 16 inches apart 
so that the hay tends to carry on top. 
If cattle feed from both sides, the trough 
should be 30 inches wide. Conveyors of

this type up to 400 feet in length can 
be made with 2x3 inch wood cross- 
flights mounted on C-77 chain and op- 
erated with a 3 hp. electric motor. The 
return is usually overhead, above the 
reach of the cattle. Grain and concen- 
trate may be mixed with the hay in this 
type of feeder. Combined with a barn 
unloading conveyor, each feeding for 
up to 500 head takes only 20 minutes. 

A large capacity feeder for chopped 
hay can be made by suspending a bot- 
tomless conveyor above a feed bunk. 
Hay is fed in one end of the conveyor 
and falls through, filling the feed bunk 
up to the bottom of the conveyor.

Tu mechanical feedlot 
system started out here a number of 
years ago. It has had ample time to 
prove its merits and cattlemen in Cali- 
fornia will tell you it soon pays for 
itself in labor savings and increased 
gains. 

Joe Urrutia of Fresno County is 
one of the boosters for the “one man 
feedlot.” “The time saved by this sys- 
tem,” he says, “brings about a big re- 
duction in labor costs. 

"It used to take two of us many 
hours a day to get the feed around to 
the stock by hand, but now I feed 500 
head from a 450 ft. feeding chain three 
times a day in 50 minutes,” 

The feedlot is made up of a num- 
ber of coordinated units so arranged 
that one man can do all the work of 
preparing the feed and distributing it 
to the cattle. The center of the system 


is a single story 
centrally located 
building in which 
are housed a small 
grain bin set above 
a grinder, a 3- 
compartment bin 
for sacked feeds, a tank of molasses, 
feed-measuring and mixing machinery, 
and the control panel. 

From this central house the mixed 
or concentrated feed is lifted out by 
elevator onto an endless feeder epnveyor 
chain in a manger. The manger floor 
is metal and the chain and its 2x3-in. 
wooden cross bars travel its length with 
their load of feed, then is stopped 
while the cattle eat. The chain returns 
under the roof. 

When the feed portions are to be 
mixed, the man doing the feeding 
pushes buttons on the control panel 
which starts all working units. He then 
steps out to the piles of straw and hay 
and pulls the desired amount down 
onto an underground auger or paddle 
conveyor which takes it into the weigh- 
ing and mixing machines. At the same 
time hay and straw are fed in, the 





Golly, What a Silo!

14 feet deep, 250 feet long—capacity 3,500 tons. 


I MAGINi 4 men feeding 
grain and silage to 1,000 hungry beef 
cattle on 3 farms in 14% hours a day! 
This was a daily accomplishment last 
winter on the William F. Renk & Sons 
Farms at Sun Prairie, Wis., where the 
job formerly took two men the larger 
part of the day. 

“Nothing we've ever done on the 
farm has saved us as much labor as 
this trench silo,” declares Walter Renk. 
“Furthermore, our construction cost per 
ton of silage was less than half of what 
it would be to build upright silos hold- 
ing the same tonnage. About 15 up- 
right silos, 14 x 50 feet, would be needed 
to equal the capacity of our trench.” 

The Renk silo, one of the largest 
in the world, inspires awe in visitors 
to the farm. It is a trench dug into a 
hill adjacent to the highway, and, includ- 
ing the approach, has an over-all length 


of 250 feet. The silo is 14 feet deep, 
32 feet wide at the bottom, and 60 feet 
wide at the top. Its estimated capacity 
is 5,500 tons. The floor, of poured con- 
crete, is 5 inches thick, and has a slope 
of 2 feet in 150 feet. The 4-inch walls 
are of shotcrete, or “Gunite,” reinforced 
with a 6-inch mesh No. 10 wire. The 
silo cost $8,500. 

“Watching the Renks feed their 
beef cattle is a real treat,” a neighbor 
told me. At feeding time one man re- 
moves the silage with a front-end trac- 
tor loader that dumps it into two con- 
veyor wagons. The other two men then 
take the wagons to the elevator where 
the grain ration is dumped on top of 
the silage, and leveled off. 

Wagons used for feeding are the 
same ones used for filling the silo, with 
the power take-off conveyor reversed to 
carry the load to (turn to page 14)

grain, meals, and molasses are flowed 
in via augers or gravity flow. 

To assure the correct mixture of 
ingredients, mechanical “brains” inside 
the feed-measuring unit portions out 
the components that will make up the 
completed feed. The measuring is by 
weight, and is computed on the rule 
that an animal will eat about 3 Ibs. per 
day per cwt. This is about 30 Ibs. daily 
for a 1,000-lb. steer. 

The smail grain storage bin inside 
the central house is filled as needed 
from the larger adjacent grain storage 
tanks. In most units it takes 10 electric 
motors to operate all working parts. 
Electricity costs run around $300 a year. 

“We've made two important ad- 
vances with the mechanical system,” 
Mr. Urrutia explains. “We've been able 
to double the number of head we feed 
out, and we can now market as meat 
all the feed we produce on the ranch. 
Even the straw from our grain which 
we used to waste is now being fed.” 

The former practice here was to 
handle about 400 head of calves, feed- 
ing them from 450 Ibs. to around 900 
Ibs. mostly on irrigated pasture, sup- 
plemented with hay and some grain. 
The present program calls for feeding 
500 steers at a time with another 500 
coming on in the pastures. When the 
first bunch goes out of the feedlot the 
others come in. 


“We used to put on around 2 to 
2\%4 pounds per animal per day by old 
methods,” Mr. Urrutia points out. “We 
have increased this substantially in the 
new feed yard. Our records show that 
steers going into the lot at 900 lbs. have 
an average gain of 2.79 lbs. per day. 
It is not unusual to have an average 
weight gain of 3 Ibs. on steers.” 


The feeding formula for these ani- 
mals calls for 22142% hay, 22'%2% straw, 
359% barley, 5% cottonseed meal and al- 
falfa meal, 15% molasses, and trace 
minerals. This feeder raises 900 acres 
of barley each year, most of which 
is fed back to the cattle. Some of it is 
made into hay. Grain, straw and hay 
all go into the concentrate. It takes 
about a 1,000 tons of hay and straw. 


The one man feed-lot system was 
originated by Clay Thompson, a Cali- 
fornia cattleman. It is flexible and can 
be adjusted to various types of feed and 
different size operations. The complete 
mixing unit and a 250-ft. feeding chain 
to take care of 250 to 300 cattle will 
cost about $8,000.—F. LELAND ELAM.

Test tube pigs 
may be practical after all. British In- 
formation Services tell us that Cam- 
bridge University discovered a method 
of preserving boar semen for a limited 
time, and last April a stud of Large 
White boars was set up at Dartington 
Hall. The first 7 litters of pigs born as 
a result of commercial artificial insemi- 
nation have been farrowed in Devon- 
shire and averaged over 10, Service was 
provided by a cattle breeding center, 
where the stud boars are tethered in a 
field, each having access to a weather- 
proof hut. 


50,000 tons of feathers 
are a by-product of the white meat busi- 
ness. What to do with them? Up comes 
Maryland’s Dr. G. F. Combs and says 
feather meal is a fine source of protein 
for baby chicks, when meat scraps or 
bloodmeal or fishmeal are added. The 
feathers are cooked under steam pres- 
sure, dried to 8-12% moisture, ground 
and bagged, and fed at a level of 2.5%. 
The University at College Park, Md., 
is also working on “poultry by-prod- 
ucts meal” made by cooking and drying 
the offal from dressing plants. 


Calves like to squeeze 
between two posts instead of bending 
under a low board on a creep-feeding 
pen, says lowa’s Bill Zmolek. A fence 
around the creep-feeder should be at 
least 10 ft. from the feeder on all sides 
and have several openings for calves, 
says Zmolek. The openings may be 
made with posts set 16” apart and 
braced to keep larger animals from 
squeezing through. A 16-inch space will 
allow calves up to 600 Ibs. to enter the 
creep-feeder. 


Avreomycin for lambs 
was tested for 120 days in lowa accord- 
ing to American Cyanamid Co. 275 
lambs which received aureomycin, «20 
milligrams per pound of ration, had an 
average gain of almost 1/10 of a pound 
more per day than a control group of 
668 lambs. At the end of the trials, 
the aureomycin lambs weighed 11.5 Ibs. 
more than the controls, so could have 
been marketed a month earlier than the 
controls. It took only 9.08 tbs. of feed 
to produce a pound of weight gain in 
the antibiotic-supplemented group while 
the controls required 14.22 Ibs. In an- 
other trial in lowa, aureomycin was 
added to the ration of 250 feeder lambs 
at a level of 10 mg. per pound of feed. 
At the end of 63 days, the lambs fed 
aureomycin showed 73% better daily 
gain, averaged 9 lbs. more, and used 
36% less feed per pound of gain than 
a control group of 250 lambs.

(from page 4) wuneaten hay behind the 
rack, seem insurmountable. 

Loose hay can also be self-fed satis- 
factorily. Baled hay must be moved to 
the manger, string removed, and bales 
shaken out to minimize waste. For self- 
feeding of hay (I prefer to call it semi- 
self-feeding) ground storage is neces- 
sary. But there is another labor-saving 
method of feeding hay, using 2nd floor 
storage with the rack extending to the 
second floor. 

Silage has been self-fed fairly satis- 
factorily in both bueker and trench. The 
bunker has the advantage of having 
both ends free for feeding. One of the 
disadvantages of both is that they are 
exposed to weather. In the future, I'm 
sure that you will see more bunker silos 
uuder a roof of some kind; perhaps a 
pole barn. It is likely that there will 
be hay storage on each side so that it 
can be self-fed. It is also probable that 
some sort of shelter for the livestock 
will be provided in the same building. 

But farming will never become en- 
tirely a push-button operation. Live- 
stock must be observed.

Golly, What a Silo! 


(from page 8) the front rather than 
to the rear of the wagon. A mixer, 
made of two beaters like manure spread- 
er beaters, is mounted on the front of 
the wagon. This mixes the silage and 
grain as it is unloaded. The feed drops 
from the mixer to a conveyer belt that 
takes it to the feed mangers as the wa- 
gons are driven on gravel lanes around 
the outside of rectangular feeding lots. 
The Renks have two feeding lots 
on each of three farms—all of which 
are equipped with upright si‘os, and all 
within one-half mile of their big trench 
silo. None of the upright silos is used, 
however, in the feeding of the 1,000 
head of beef cattle. The feeding lots 
are from 60 to 100 feet long and 30 
feet wide, with feed mangers on the 
two sides and one end, giving from 150 
to 230 feet of feeding space on each lot. 
The bottoms of the feed mangers 
are about 2 feet above ground level, so 
that animals eat at head level, and the 
fronts of the feed mangers serve as wind- 
breaks. Lumber and posts for the feed- 
lots and mangers are all pressure- 
creosoted. The inside of the feedlot has 
a 5-inch concrete floor for easy clean- 
ing and preservation of manure. 
Practically no feed is wasted. Feed 
spilled in front of the mangers is cleaned 
up, and put back into the mangers im- 
mediately. Early morning, before 
feeding operations start, one of the Renk 
brothers visits each feeding lot to see 
if any feed is left from the day before. 
In this way they judge how much feed 
bring. 


cach 


Last year 95 acres of second-cutting 
alfalfa, 85 acres of new seeding and 
volunteer grain from the grain stubble 
fields, 56 and 886 tons 
of roasting ear cobs and husks from a 
canning factory were put into the silo, 
and it still was not full. All the material 
put into the silo was A-1 condition 
when ensiled, and the quality of the 
silage when fed was excellent.

Two Farmhand wagons equipped 
with power take-off conveyers and one 
dump truck were used to take the 
chopped silage to the trench silo. While 
the silo was being filled, a crawler trac- 
tor and a rubber-tired tractor were kept 


running continuously back and forth 
over the silage to level and pack it. 
Grass silage was leveled with a stone 


and root rooter attached to the crawler, 
and a bulldozer blade was used for 
leveling the silage. The Renks 
found that the prong-type leveling de- 
vice worked best for grass silage, while 
the blade was better for corn silage. 


The Renks used 
early grass silage, but after they began 
getting the cobs and husks from a can- 
ning factory to mix with the grass, they 
stopped adding the preservative. How 
ever, Mr. Renk says they do not put in 
any grass silage without preservative. 

For a cover, 182 tons of ground 
limestone was spread 3 inches thick. 
When feeding from the silo was started,

only four manure spreader loads of 
spoiled silage were removed from the 
open end. Walter adds that this was 


no more than he would have had in an 
upright silo, and that there was no ap- 
preciable spoilage on the top and sides.

(from page 4) with feed bunks or self- 
feeders. Therefore, we come right back 
to the portable power feeding idea. 

It would seem to me that if, in ad- 
dition to the feeding techniques already 
outlined, the farmer would provide him- 
self with storage facilities for feed so 
as to make the loading of these feeding 
devices as convenient as the unloading, 
he will have gone a long way toward 
getting the scoop shovel and the pitch 
fork eliminated as necessary tools in his 
operation, to say nothing of the several 
extra men who were frequently needed 
under those old methods.

Our herd consists of 125 registered 
cattle, including brood cows, calves, 
bulls and steers. We use a different ra- 
tion for each. Our feed processing plant 
consists of a mill, granulator, mixer, 
sacker and unloader. Grain is moved 
from storage to the mill by a blower 
and a feed truck takes the completed ra- 
tions to the animals. It takes one man 
3 hours to process, mix and sack enough 
feed for a 10-day period.
